Sepulveda / 89th St intersection and 89th St to Westchester Parkway 
block were the areas most impacted by flooding. We have attempted to add 
as much as we could to address these areas. As part of the additional 
work, we extended the storm drain pipe from Westchester Parkway to north 
of 89th St and installed two additional catch basins at 89th St and two 
additional catch basins just noth of 89th St at Sepulveda. This was done 
to improve and should be making the situation better at Sepulveda / 

89th St intersection and from 89th St to Westchester Parkway. The catch 
basin inlets should already be open and clean. I will inform our 
inspector to check and follow up to have our contractor open / clean 
them if they are not opened / cleaned already. Unfortunately, there is 
no storm drain pipe from north of 89th to north of La Tijera that we 
can add catch basins and connect to.
